In regard to the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee railroad he satd the tforthweitern 
Company owned nineteen twentieths of the 
stock, and he thought they should have a 
right to control it. 


Senator Bentlcy avowed himself oppos- 


ed to all consolidation of competing lines 
of railroads. He thought the Legislatdre 
wivs the sole judge of this matter, and 
(•gnsoliaation should only be allowed on 
special application. lie thought the pow- 
er of railroad companies was getting too 
great for the public good, fie argued 
that the Northwestern road had no right 
to purchase thp phicsgo & Milwaukee 
Railroad. He disclaimed, however, any 
tbs'tility to railroad companies." 


Senator Clark opposed th,e bilj, and re- 


counted som.e of his early experience in 
traveling in Wisconsin, and referred to 
the great improvements and changes 
wrought by railroads. He could not see 
any dangerous efforts on the part of rail- 
road corporations to control legislation. 


Senator Littlejohn expressed his oppogi- 


tion to general cpnsqlidatiou as opposed 'tb- 
ihe' interests of the State, but he did not 
want to prevent the building of railroads 
or to cripple them, but to protect them 
against monopoly. He thought there were 
cases, however, where consolidation would 
be beneficial, and moved an amendment, 
so as not to prevent consolidation with 
roads of otijer States.
